In 1935, the dispensing of milk 
and by-products began after a 
restaurant building on East Malone 
(now* occupied by Associated Na­ 
tural Gas) was remodeled and 
made into a dairy. 
Assisted by members of the fam­ 
ily, Mr. Reiss operated the dairy. 
In May of 1935, L. M. Standby, 
Mr. Reiss’ son-in-law, joined the 
firm and assisted in its operated.

gan. On January I, 1949, operations 
in the new Reiss Dairy plant com­ 
menced.

rights of the Lords Baltimore and 
Penn. Those famed pioneer fami­ 
lies constantly were in dispute 
over 
property 
boundary 
lines, 
being owners of territory which 
eventually became the states of 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. That 
line established the boundary be­ 
tween Pennsylvania and Maryland.! 
Later on the line became famous 
as a border separating the free 
and slave states in the days of 
the Civil War. For this purpose 
the so-called Mason and Dixon’s 
line began at the western border 
of Pennsylvania, 
and 
continued 
westward to the Ohio River, thence 
to its mouth, and westward from 
there along a line 30 minutes north 
of the 36th parallel. 
The 
original 
Marvland-Penn- 
sylvania Mason and Dixson’s line 
was surveyed and staked at 42 
minutes and 26.3 seconds north of 
the 39th parallel. If a straight line 
had been followed, as in the ori­ 
ginal Mason and Dixon survey,! 
it would have gone through M is-1 
souri north of highway U. S. 40 
— from Pike County near Louis­ 
iana, on the east, to Platte County, 
near Platte City on the west. 
The 38th parallel in Missouri 
begins on the west in Northern 
Vernon County, near Amos, and 
north of Nevada. It follows east­ 
ward north of U. S. 54 to the 
Lake of the Ozark region, then 
through Camdenton, and eastward 
Folia.
